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TT  has  been  said  of  the  Rock  Garden  that  “it  is  the  jewel  box  of  modem  horticulture.” 

This  is  absolutely  true  of  a  few  notable  examples  of  alpine  plantings,  in  which  “  the  new 
and  the  rare”  have  been  artfully  and  tastefully  combined  with  “the  true  and  the  tried.”

Climatic  conditions  in  the  United  States  differ  so  greatly 
from  those  of  Europe  that  few  people  can  hope  to  succeed  with 
the  many  lovely  little  Species  of  Narcissus  which  are  used 
abroad  to  give  color  to  the  rock  garden  in  the  Spring.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

With  few  exceptions  the  Narcissus  are  hardy  and  strong,  growing 
under  ordinary  cultivation.  The  bunch-flowered  or  Polyanthus 
sorts,  however,  should  not  be  trusted  to  the  border. 

Outdoor  Culture.  The  Daffodil  will  grow  in  any  ordinary  garden 
soil  and  in  almost  any  situation,  but  prefers  moderately  stiff, 
well-drained  soil,  in  situations  slightly  shaded,  such  as  the  her¬ 
baceous  border  and  the  margins  of  flower-beds,  along  the  outside 
edges  of  shrubberies,  on  woodland  walks,  and  on  the  margins  of 
lakes  and  streams,  or  for  naturalizing  in  the  grass  or  woodland. 

Planting  may  be  done  in  the  Autumn  any  time  before  frost  sets  in, 
October  being  the  usual  month  for  setting  out.  Once  planted  they 
should  not  be  disturbed  further  than  dividing  and  resetting  in 
August  once  in  three  or  four  years,  when  they  get  too  crowded. 
Pot  Culture.  At  the  head  of  the  list  stands  the  Polyanthus 
Narcissus,  with  its  large  bunches  of  fragrant  flowers. 

For  culture,  the  hints  given  under  Hyacinths  may  be  followed. 
One  very  important  point  is  to  keep  them  cool  for  the  first  four  or 
five  weeks  when  they  are  commencing  to  grow.  After  the  roots 
are  grown  and  the  tops  well  started,  they  may  be  pushed  forward 
more  quickly  in  heat.

Pot  Culture: — Plantings  may  be  made  at  any  time  from  September  to  December,  though  Odtober  is  the  best  time.  A  light,  rich  soil 
enriched  with  Breck’s  Poultry  Manure,  sand,  and  leaf  mould  is  most  suitable;  use  a  five-inch  pot  and  have  the  top  of  the  bulb  just 
below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  After  setting  the  bulb,  thoroughly  firm  the  soil  and  give  it  a  good  watering.  The  pots  should  then  be  set 
away  in  a  cool  cellar  or  out-house  and  covered  over  with  coal  ashes  or  some  litter.  When  well  rooted,  which  will  be  in  about  twelve 
weeks,  they  may  then  be  brought  as  wanted  for  a  succession  of  flowers  into  a  moderately  warm,  light  room  and  forced,  To  keep  the 
foliage  dwarf  and  obtain  fine  large  flower  spikes,  Hyacinths,  when  being  forced,  should  have  plenty  of  manure,  water,  and  fresh  air 
and  should  be  kept  near  the  glass. 

Culture  in  Glasses: — When  it  is  desired  to  grow  Hyacinths  in  water,  they  should  be  placed  so  that  the  base  of  the  bulb  merely 
touches  the  water.  The  glasses  should  then  be  set  in  a  cool,  dark  closet  or  in  the  cellar  until  nearly  filled  with  roots,  when  they  may 
be  brought  into  the  light.  Change  the  water  frequently.  Give  as  much  fresh  air  as  possible  without  letting  the  plants  stand  in  a 
draught.  It  is  of  importance  in  growing  Hyacinths  in  the  house  that  the  atmosphere  in  which  the  plants  are  growing  be  kept  moist, 
and  as  nearly  as  possible  at  a  temperature  of  from  65  to  70  degrees. 

Outdoor  Culture. — The  bulbs  may  be  planted  in  beds  any  time  after  the  beginning  of  Odlober  and  before  the  Whiter  frosts  set  in. 
Any  good,  well-drained  garden  soil  will  answer.  Set  the  bulbs  from  four  to  five  inches  below  the  surface,  and  about  six  inches 
apart;  after  the  ground  becomes  frozen,  give  them  a  good  covering  of  stable  litter.

Lilies  are  among  the  most  beautiful  and  ornamental  of  cultivated  bulbous  plants,  their 
stately  habit  and  variously-colored  flowers  (which  are  in  many  cases  highly  perfumed) 
render  them  indispensable  subjects  for  greenhouse  decoration  and  for  the  hardy  flower 
garden.

The  Giant  Asphodel,  Foxtail  Lily  or  Spire  Lily  is  entirely  distinct  from  any  of  the  other  bulbous 
plants.  In  general  appearance,  it  resembles  a  gigantic  tritoma,  the  tall  flower  spikes  thrusting 
up  boldly  from  a  dense  clump  of  narrow-pointed  leaves  to  a  height  of  six  to  twelve  feet,  the 
upper  part  being  densely  clothed  with  starry  tubular  flowers,  the  whole  making  an  enormous 
plume  not  unlike  a  fox’s  brush  in  general  effect.  The  critical  point  in  their  culture  which 
otherwise  is  not  difficult  is  to  hold  back  and  protect  the  early  Spring  growth,  mulching  thor¬ 
oughly  after  the  ground  freezes  with  cinders  and  over  these  witti  leaves  or  Peat  Mull.  The 
spreading  fleshy  roots  should  be  planted  in  Autumn  in  holes  containing  plenty  of  sand,  rotted 
manure  and  Peat.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 


Most  varieties  of  Lilies  do  well  when  grown  comparatively  cool. 
Moderate  watering  is  necessary  until  the  pots  are  nicely  filled 
with  roots,  then  an  ample  supply  of  water  is  needed.  As  Lilies 
make  all  their  best  roots  from  the  tops  and  not  the  base  or  bottom 
of  the  bulb,  it  is  an  advantage  to  start  them  in  4-inch  pots  later 
shifting  and  burying  the  bulb  deeper  in  6  inch  pots.  After 
potting  plunge  the  pots  level  to  the  rim  in  ashes  in  a  frame  or  cool 
cellar.  As  freezing  weather  approaches  fill  around  the  pots  with 
leaves  or  litter.  When  the  root  system  has  developed  and  top 
growth  starts,  bring  into  a  moderate  temperature.  As  growth 
progresses,  top  dress  or  water  with  liquid  manure,  which  may  be 
continued  from  every  two  to  four  weeks,  until  the  buds  begin  to 
open.  While  lilies  will  sometimes  succeed  without  following 
out  all  these  details,  they  are  so  beautiful  that  the  slight  extra 
care  which  assures  success  is  well  worth  while.

Please  note  the  following: 

TREES  AND  SHRUBS.  Many  trees,  and  most  flow¬ 
ering  shrubs,  can  be  planted  in  the  Fall  with  complete 
safety.  They  are  ready  the  last  of  September,  and  can 
be  transplanted  as  late  as  the  ground  is  free  from  frost. 


EVERGREENS  are  in  good  condition  for  transplanting 
from  the  middle  of  August  through  October, — some 
varieties  still  later.  Water  them  liberally. 


ROSES.  In  October  and  November  hardy  Roses 
(both  bush  and  climbing  varieties)  can  be  planted  with 
marked  success.  Set  them  deep,  water  them  liberally, 
and  hill  the  earth  up  around  them  before  freezing 
weather  sets  in;  this,  with  the  usual  winter  mulch  of 
straw  or  dry  leaves,  will  bring  them  through  the  winter 
safely. 

WATERING  IN  LATE  FALL,  particularly  in  the  case 
of  evergreens,  will  do  much  to  prevent  winter-killing. 
Most  winter  damage  is  caused  by  rapid  penetration  of 
frost  into  dry,  porous  soil. 

WINTER  COVERING  of  perennials  and  other  small 
plants  should  be  applied  after  the  ground  is  frozen. 
A  coarse,  dry  material  is  better  than  one  which  cakes 
hard  when  wet.
